student. He attended lectures, too, 
at the University of Illinois school 
of medicine and Cook County hos- 
pital.

Perisho Reports on Beef Feeders' Day

OREGON—Several farmers from 


Ofl« county attended the Beef Cat- 
tl« F««dcrt' day mt the Univmlty 
of Illinois last Friday, Oct. 23. 
Some of the material that was pre- 
•ented at this beef cattle feeders 
meeting 
included: 
Improvement 


for rations containing low-grade 
roughage and urea, digestibility of 
rations containing antibiotics, sup- 
plements to be fed with. legume- 
grass and corn silage, calf-winter- 
ing gains and steer programs for 
summer, irrigation for beef cattle, 
and the outlook on the beef cattle 
situation. 


One of the major objectives of 


the second year's beef cattle steers 
trial with high protein corn gram 
and silage was to find out whether 
their use would, save protein sup- 
plement in the diet of full-fed cat- 
tle. The results showed that the 
general appearance of the high- 
protein-fed cattle was better than 
that of cattle fed regular corn and 
soybean oil meal, in that they 
showed better 
finish and were 


more uniform in weight-and condi- 


tion. These differences were re- 
fleeted in the selling prices, which 
were $22.75 and $23 for the regular 
and high-protein corn lots, respec- 
tively. 


Steer* in both lot* gained at 


about the sanio rate, and fcrd 
costft per liundreduright gain 
uere similar. The total cost p«-r 
head »as $1.90 higher for the 
regular earn lot than for the 
high-protein corn lot when corn 
was priced the name per biihhrl. 
The results of this test indicate 


that high-protein corn and high- 
protein corn silage arc approxi- 
mately equal, pound for pound, to 
a mixture of five parts of ordinary 
corn and one part of 44 per cent 
soybean oil meal plus regular corn 
silage for fattening yearling cattle.

TV Trays Become a Very Useful 
Project; They're Simple to Build 


Plywood in hardwood 
rpecles 


fuch as oak, mahogany, walnut, 
birch, maple and gum is a boon to 
the home craftsman who likes to 
turn out pieces with the true fine 
furniture look. Economical, practi- 
cal and easy to handle, hardwood 
plywood is a material with which 
every workshop hobbyist should be 
familiar. 


For a starter, here's a project 


that is useful as well as decora- 
tive—a set of "TV trays." Made 
to nest neatly together when not 
In use, they are just1 the thing for 
serving snacks to television view- 
ers and at any buffet occasion. 


The tray tops are simply pieces 


of ii-inch hardwood plywood, 14" 
X16", of a species to harmonize 
with the room furnishings. They 
ti£ into wood blocks cut from a 
length of 2"x4" lumber, preferably 
of a like species, although a con- 
trasting or dark stained wood may 
be used if desired. Metal rods set 
into the blocks serve as legs. 


These blocks are the key pieces. 


They serve as handles and join the 
parts. The first step is to cut eight 
6-inch lengths of 2"x4", two for 
each of the four trays. Next, di- 
agonal cuts are made from points 
%-inch in from each side of the 
block top to the extreme ends of 
the base. (The same result can be 
obtained by cutting the 2"x4" into 
Irapezoids by a series of diagonal 
outs, alternating their direction. 
The bottom lengths should be 6" 
and the top lengths 414".) 
The 


corners of one face of each block 
then are rounded on a radius of 
about %-inch. 


The third step is to cut ?g-inch 


from the rounded face, which is to 
be the handle side. Extend the cut 
from the base to %-inch from top, 
then cut in diagonally from the 
face at a point ?s-inch from the 
top. (See side view of handle de- 
tail.) The protruding edge forms 
a convenient finger lift. 


On the reverse face. 1-inch from 


the top, make a U-inch mortise >£• 
inch into the block. Then drill two 
%-inch holes into the base to a 
depth of I'/t-inch. These holes 
should be centered on the narrow 
illmension and drilled at an angle 
paralleling the slanting side, with 
R space of 7/16-inch between the 
slanting surface and 
the hole. 


These measurements are import- 
ant to insure proper nesting. 


All that remains now is to glue 


the plywood panels into the mor- 
tises and to fit 21" lengths of met- 
al rod into the leg holes. If desired 
the gluing may be supplemented 
by toe-nailing from the underside. 
Rubber caps should be fitted over 
the bottoms of the legs. Finish the 
plywood top as you would any fine 
furniture. 


Many loading lumber dealers 


carry hardwood plywood in regu- 
lar stock or will get it quickly on 
order.

The machine was news when 


first marketed and Is making big- 
ger jiews now with a unique "tool 
at-a-time plan" just introduced by 
its manufacturer. 


By this plan each of the four 


tools Incorporated in its design 
may be purchased one at a time, 
xvhcnever the pocketbook permits. 
The basic-unit consists of the cir 
cular saw. steel stand and motor. 
It is recommended that the joint 
cr be added next, then the drill 
press, and the sander last. 


Combination power tools are a 


distinct advantage to the home 
craftsman who operates in a lim- 
ited space and on a limited budget. 
They enable one motor to power 
four or more machines built into 
a single, compact unit that occu- 
pies one small area of floor space. 


There are now three well-known 


combination power tools on -the 
market.- The oldest combines a cir- 
cular table saw, a lathe, a sandcr 
and a drill press. Another is built 
around a radial-arm circular saw 
that can be fitted to do a number 
of jobs. These tools have been call- 
ed "all-in-One workshops." 


The third was introduced last 


winter and includes what its man-

And like most women,' she thinks the cost of living is 
too high. Most husbands agree, although their primary con- 
cern is to push their incomes higher as living costs mount.

Actually, the rise in the cost of living index is very small 


and very gradual—some 1.1 points in the last year. As the 
president, no doubt, tells his wife, living costs have almost 


And actually, prices of most goods in the stores are a 


little lower than they were, or at least no higher. 


. With goods, plentiful, customers can shop around and 


often find bargains well below" list prices. 
But the cost of many services have been rising, as a re- 


sult of earlier boosts in commodity prices and in wages.

Retail food prices should be about the same next year 


as this, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics predicts. If 
the grocery bill stays high, at least it shouldn't go higher. 


Like all guesses, the bureau's forecast is based on a 


number of suppositions.

It supposes that most people will have about as big in 


comes next year as this and that, therefore, demand for gro 
ceries will be high, and people will be buying the more ex 
pensive items. It also supposes that the farmer and rancher 
will produce about as much foodstuff next year as this, and 
that-the drop in farm prices is about over. 
The forecast also supposes that labor, transportation 


and. processing costs for the middlemen won't rise or fall 
much.

Only a big and unexpected price break in commodity 


markets, or a big and unexpected rise in unemployment to 
slice demand for goods, would change the cost of living out- 
look much—in the opinion of the guessers in Washington 
(although there are many who think differently.

and the purchasing power of the dollar staying about where 
it is—well below the prewar years.

Thus there came about a new type of 
building construction. When the CWA program came to 
an end this building stood unfinished. 
After several 


months It was finished under the IKRC (Illinois Emer- 
gency Relief Commission. 
Then it was dedicated on 


Oct. 
28, 1931. 
Governor Henry Horncr flew here from 


Springfield for the dedication. 


The present airport Is operated by Reinhart Schncll, 


an excellent pilot. 
This port has an administration 


building, a restaurant, gas pumps, Schnell's house, a re- 


pair shop, a small six-plane hangar and the large twelve- 
plane hangar mentioned abovel. The types of planes 
hangared here are Cessna monoplanes, Beechcraft Bo- 
nanzas, Steal-man Biplanes, - North American Nevions, 
Stinsons, Taylorcrafts and Aeroncas. 


The airport is self-supporting and operates on the in- 


come from the field. This income is derived from the 
restaurant, unused land rented to farmers, hangar rentals, 
charter trips, pleasure rides and flying lessons. Trie city 
council is not at any time responsible for any indebted- 
ness incurred by the Airport board. At the present .time 
a new runway, 2,800 feet long and 75 feet wide, Is being 
built. 
This will cost approximately $90,000, and this 


amount is paid for by the state of Illinois. The valuation 
of the airport is $100,000, and the state will match a sum 
up to this valuation for improvements. 


The Dixon Airport board, consisting of five 


members appointed by the mayor, governs all ac- 
tivities at HID port. .The members (who are not 
paid for their service) are John Di.von, president; 
Walter /ink. secretary, F. X. Newcomer, trean- 
urer, and Hal Koherts and Everett Anderson, di- 
rectors. 
Tho board recently issued some revenue 


bonds to pay for the additional land needed to 
extend the rununy. 
The local Pilots' Association is very active. 
This 


group has two objectives: to encourage flying and to im- 
prove the local airport. On the new runway the work is 
being done by the Pilots' Association and state engineers. 
The officers of the association are Robert Heckman, presi- 
. dent; James Hey. vice-president; Ferris Walker, secre- 
tary, and Clarence Galigcr, treasurer. 


If one were to go to our present airport he would see 


people being taught to fly, people leaving or returning 
from business trips, piloted by Schncll or other pilots, 
people being taken up for pleasure rides, and idle planes 
in the hangars. Business firms such as Raynors Manu- 
facturing Company of Dixon, the Rynel Corporation of 
Sterling, and others keep planes here; as well as do in- 
dividunls like Dr. E. T. Anderson, veterinarian, who flies • 
his plane to various farms in his daily work. Others who 
own planes and use them in their business are Walter 
Xink of the Sewing Machine Center; Eugene Blake of 
Radio and TV Service, Henry Brown, contractor of Ash- 
ton, Raymond Young of Ml. Morris. Wayne Heckman of 
Dixon and Hal Roberts and Carl Woessner of Dixon. 


Another concern, Farmair, an agricultural insect- 


spraying concern, of Princeton, keeps a plane at the 
hangar. 
State representatives living in Lee county, 


Charles K. Willett and Hubert Consldine, are flown to 
and from Springfield.

So .corrupted is 
his moral discernment that he 
passively accepts the judgment of 
death as he accepted the judg- 
ments of life.

From two to .two and one-half years of age a youngster la likely 


to want hirfood served to him separately.. Sometimes a divided plate 
works. Often it is best for a mother to be patient and understanding 


and to bring Just one food at a time. A child loves 
to call his mother back when he is all through with 
onexfood. So often, if foods are served together, he 
Is apt to mix them and then refuse to eat the unap- 
petizing concoction. 
Some children go on a food 


strike, or they will become color conscious and eat 
only foods of one color. Many can'tell the'differ- 
ence between one brand of baby food and another, 
and will refuse to «at one. 


The three to four-year-old child'can often be 


included at the family table with a minimum of

fuss, although the three-year-old may demand every- 


one's attention and take lots of time dawdling. Th,e four-year-old can 
eat some meals with the family, but will be better off in the kitchen 
most of the time. He is in a game-playing stage—racing others in 
eating, he eats with great spee/1 and gulps down his milk.- 


By four and, one-half to five 


years of age the child begins to 
handle food and sociability a bit 
better. He's ready to listen a bit as 
well as talk. He's even slightly in- 
terested when told about vitamins 
and calories. Ho shows more ie- 
sponse to radio, TV, and to people. 
If he is fed the main part of his 
meal alone or with another child, 
it's a good idea to have him come 
to the family table for dessert. 


By six years of age, 'a child's 


appetite varies as much as every- 
thing else about him. Breakfast is 
probabjy a pretty difficult meal. 
Excitement of school may give him 
a stomach-ache, or a feeling of 
nausea. If forced to eat, the child 
may'repel his food. A good solu- 
tion, if possible, is to have the 
children in first grade given a sec- 
ond breakfast at school around 10 
o'clock. 


Six year olds like snacks. Espe- 


cially one before bedtime. His eyes 
are bigger than his stomach, so he 
should not be held too closely to 
his choice. Give him smaller help- 
ings and allow him to come back 
for seconds. Often this age doesn't 
want dessert. The six year old is 
apt to be tired at the end of the 
day. He will wriggle and fidget at 
the table and may spill his milk. 
So, it is best to be prepared. 


At the age of seven, children can

handle the family dinner table 
much better. He Is still likely to 
pop up and down a good many 
times to keep track of what is 
going on. At eight years of age a 
child generally becomes a good 
eater and more ready to try new 
foods. He tends to wolf food down 
and alarm people by his table man 
ncrs. From eight to 11 the appetite 
of a child increases and there is 
apt to be much fewer food prob- 
lems. 


To Starch Clothe* 


A few general points should be 


observed by the homemakcr when 
starching her clothes after wash 
ing. First of all prepare enough 
starch and of the right thickness. 
Strain it before using, especially if 
it has formed a skin, or if there 
are lumps from incomplete mixing. 
When starching d a r k fabrics, 
starch may be tinted with bluing, 
tea or packaged tints to prevent 
lightness or streaking. 
A f t e r 


starching, take time to smooth out 
collars, cuffs, sleeves, gathers and 
pleats. This action prevents excess 
starch from settling and streaking 
infolds.

uces in oven baking her foods have 
a great Influence upon what the 
finished product will b« like. Ma- 
terials for oven baking;, therefore, 
should be selected with more care 
than those for top of the stove 
cooking. 
' 
' 


Aluminums are used a great deal 


in oven baking and are in lighter 
gauges because they are not sub- 
jected to such high temperatures 
as on top of the stove. Unpolished 
aluminum absorbs heat and pro- 
duces a browner crust, while pol- 
ished aluminum pans reflect heat, 
thus browning food more lightly. 
Black pans or tin pans discolored 
with age cause uneven browning of 
cakes. 


Stainless steel and enamelware 


are less used for baking pans be- 
cause they give a darker1 brown 
crust. Glassware, too produces a 
darker crust, but is quite desirable 
for custard and fruit pies. 


Enamelware requires a shorter 


baking period 
than aluminum. 


Glassware gives better results if 
lower baking temperatures are 
used. Most of our recipe baking 
temperatures in cookbooks are 
based on the use of aluminum. 


Cookies brown more evenly and 


rise better when baked on sheets 
instead of pans with high sides. 
The sides of the pan interfere with 
top browning: and the bottom of 
cookies are likely to be too brown. 
Make sure that there is at least an 
inch between ends and sides of the 
cooky sheet and the oven wall. 
Otherwise, heat circulation will be 
blocked and cookies will be darker 
on the bottom than on the top. 


Baking times have to vary with 


the material of the pan because all 
materials do not have the same 
rale of heat absorption from tne 
oven. Lightweight materials are 


good for short-time baking, but 
leavler weights are better for 
foods which require longer baking 
time. 


Lesson on Rugs 
, 


At our special rug-making lesson 


last week Miss Dorothy Iwig, horn* 
furnishings specialist,' told local 
leaders that when deciding about 
the making-of handmade rugs be- 
gin with what materials are avail- 
able. If you have only 'cottons, then 
consider making crocheted, braid- 
ed or raffia type rugs—but (don't 
use cotton in hooking. Woolens .arc 
desired for hooked rugs. They may 
also be braided and crocheted. Al- 
so, in making that rug you should 
realize that a shape that is rectang- 
ular or oval is always more inter* 
esting than a round or square. In 
other words, following the' propor- 
tion of two parts to three parts. A 
homemade rug, like another bit of 
work created by people, should be- 
well planned first'so that it fits 
the space, the room, its color 
scheme, has rhythm in design, hu 
unity, proportion and balance. .

tary of defense. He held the post 
one year, during a critical period 
of the Korean war, before retiring 
to his Lecsburg. Va., home.

slowly to please American officials. 


Apparently the Japanese would 


have been willing to go for a 
larger total if the United States 
had promised substantial econom- 
ic assistance. But the United 
States was unwilling to do this. 


Propose Sale 


Instead, an official 
statement 


jointly issued late Friday said the 
United States would sell Japan 50 
million dollars worth of surplus 
food—probably rice and wheat—for 
Japanese yen. The United States 
will use these yen to promote a 
defense industry in Japan by buy- 
ing arms and military equipment 
there and by direct investment. 


In four weeks of negotiations 


climaxed by the statement Ameri- 
can representatives argued that 
Japan needs ground forces—aside 
from sea and air forces—totalling 
325,0000 to S^O.OOO men as soon as 
possible. The present Japanese na- 
tional safety force, armed and 
equipped by the United States, to- 
tals only 110,000.

Hayato Ikeda, personal represen- 


tative of Prime Minister Shigeru 
Yoshida, reportedly told Asst..Sec- 
retary of State Walter S. Robert- 
son that Japan would have to un- 
dertake a far more limited defense 
expansion.

New Credit 
Union Law 
Provisions 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. —(Special)— 


State Auditor Orville E. Hodge to- 
day called attention to Illinois' 
new credit union law, which be- 
come effective Oct. 31. 


Hodge said that since pamphlet 


copies of the new law had not yet 
been received from the printer, 
his office would delay active en- 
forcement of the law until copies 
of it had been placed <in the hands 
of the officers of the .more .than 
1,000 state-chartered credit unions. 
' Hodge said his office had' also 
been preparing a new set of model 
credit union by-laws, and that, dis- 
tribution of .these to all credit un- 
ions' would follow 'distribution of 
the new law.

V . • 


, Exp«ct By-Law Change 


He'said he expected most credit 


unions will find It necessary and 
desirable to-change their by-laws 
to conform with the new law, and 
that they, could rnake the changes 
more easily by adopting the new 
model .by-laws than by adopting a 
number of separate amendments 
to existing by-laws. 


Soon after the new law becomes 


effective. Hodge plans to open a 
Credit Union division headquar- 
ters in Springfield to handle super- 
vision of credit unions in Central 
and Southern'Illinois. In the past 
all credit unions in the state have 
been supervised out of the Chi- 
cago office. Under the new set up 
a credit union office still will be 
maintained in Chicago to handle 
the Northern Illinois section. 


In addition to rewriting the for- 


mer credit union law, adopted in 
1925 
and amended many times 


since then, the 1953 act: 


(1) Requires credit unions to 


make an annual verification of 
members' share and loan ac- 
counts—an 
important 
safeguard 


against defalcations. 


(2) Set a loan limit which may 


not exceed 10 per cent of the cap- 
ital of the credit union or $5.000, 
whichever is smaller, plus the 
amount of /the borrower's fshare
